San 
Antonio, Sun Clemente, San Felipe, San Benl- 
to, San Joaquin, San Louis Hey, San Jose, 
San Juan, Sun Francisco, and the feminine 
mimes, Santa Clara, Santa barbar;!, Santa 
Catalina, Sunlit Rosa,Santa Cruz,Santa Anna, 
Ic . 
Another class, still more lienutiful, an 
Los Augele-i, Vallejo, Yosemite, Petaluma, 
Alameda, Calaveras, Eldorado, Mendocino, 
Calistoga and Sacramento.” 
Yosemite, Petaluma and Calistoga are In­ 
dian not Spanish names. 
Hut the Indian 
nomenclature is usuul'y very musical, the na­ 
tive tongues abounding in liquid aud towel 
sounds. 
The resay atune quoted adds: 
“The reckless miner’s course through tin 
aurir*Tous canons of ihe Sh rras can easily In* 
traced by the harsh slang—more espre.-*sive 
thau elegant—that marks it. 
Rejecting many 
that never should he *|>oken, a few expressive 
names follow: 
Rough aud Ready, You Ret, 
Uang-town, Dead Man’s Gulch, 
Red Dog, 
Singed Cat, Grizzly, 
Rawhide, 
Me ad wood, 
Ding Bat, Poverty Hill, Mad Mule’ Canon, 
i’oortuuu’s Creek, ll artist ruble, Last Chance, 
Dead-broke. 
Another dana tells loo much of a lonely 
miner’s besetment: 
Poker Flat, Euchre Bar, 
Muggins Creek, Port Wine, Whisky Diggins, 
Brandy City, Delirium Tremens, Dead Sc*., 
Hepsidani, Whangdoodle, Gabriel's Trumpet.’! 
Such numuR indicate the mad waggery of 
the early times. 
Tie*y were given in jok 
al tout the cump-fire to loc.tlitioA widcli had no 
designation whatever before. 
In most in­ 
stances, when the camp became a towu, other 
nature were substitute*!. 
Thus Uungtowu lie- 
came. and is now universally know n as Placer­ 
ville, a name which is bolti euphonious and 
descriptive. 
Hardscrabble is an Ioqiortailor 
from the East, where there are several villages 
of that ilk, one being near thocap.tul of Peon- 
Sylvania. 
Ro igh aud Ready w.u* named after 
a large company of emigrants that crossed the 
Plains in IMH, ami tirst mined in the locality, 
and the company took its name from the pop­ 
ular pseudonym of Gen. Zachary Taylor.

The farmers of California will this year have 
no*, far from 20,9*0, OOO bushels of wheat to 
•ell to l*au Francisco buyers. There will prub- 
ably be u scarcity of transportation, aud the 
market will be low enough without any goug­ 
ing in the sack business. 
We are informed 
that a ring has been organized at the bay to 
put up sacking to extortionate prices. 
For 
nine-ounce sacks, which will hoi I two bushels, 
they demand eighteen to twenty cents. 
We 
are also informed that like sucks can be 
bought at New York for fourteen and a quar­ 
ter cents, and that it costs one aud a quarter 
for shipping them by rail, an I only threc- 
ftnmln of a cent by steamer. 
Farmers can, 
therefore, savo from three to four cents on 
each two-bushel sack by purchasing in New 
York. 
That is nearly twenty lier cent, gained, 
afd we advise the farmers' clubs throughout 
tho country to unite with the view of flunking 
Hie enemy,—.Sun F ra w s 'o D ijur.

The thuuder-slorm of Wednesday afternoon, 
which was pretty severe iii this vicinity, seems 
to have l»een more detractive in the neigh­ 
borhood of High Falls und Stone Ridge, where 
Hie storm was accompanied by hail and high 
winds. 
Mr. J. C. Sutton informs us that the 
storm seemed to take a narrow atrip from 
west to cast, an I in its course leve ed the 
growing grain, tore up trees and hurled great 
branches about and destroyed many small 
trees, fences, etc. 
The two barns of Isaac 
Hasbrouck, near Stone Ridge, which stood in 
the track of the tornado, were blown down 
and completely destroyed. 
Two mon and 
two horses were iii the barn; the men and 
one horse escaped, almost miraculously, but 
the other horse was buried beneath the falling 
debris. 
The animal was afterwards rescued, 
uninjured, from its uncomfortable situation.— 
The barns were nearly empty at the time, so 
that no “ consequential dam age” w ,« caused. 
Tho buildings, however were total wrecks.— 
The barn of Abram Clearwater was also blown 
over and completely destroyed. 
Mr. Sutton 
could give no estimate of tho amount of loss 
caused by the storm, but w hon the destruction 
c lused by the hail us well as the damage by 
the tornado is considered, it cannot fail to b 
pretty heavy. 
The young grain blown down 
and ruined by the hail will be a large item. 
Our High Falls correspomlent sends us the 
following detailed account of the storm: 
On Wednesday, June 12th, in the afternoon, 
for about two hours, work was suspended iii 
this busy village to allow tho moat severe hail 
storm to pass over that haw visited this vicin­ 
ity In the remembrance of the oldest inhabi­ 
tants.
